Colonel James McCallam, V.C., was confirmed the 
Senate January 27, 1948, permanent Brigadier 
General the Veterinary Corps, Department the Army. 
This recognition the first peace time Brigadier General 
the Veterinary Corps one the outstanding achieve- 
ments that the Veterinary profession has received 
public life since the Veterinary Corps was reorganized 
1918. Its accomplishment was due largely General Mc- 
Callam’s personal presentation the case before the Con- 
gressional Military Committee company with the A.V. 
M.A. Legislative Committee. 

Brigadier General James McCallam was born 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, May 13, 1894, and graduated 
from the University Pennsylvania, with the degree 
Doctor Veterinary Medicine 1917. was appointed 
Assistant Veterinarian, Veterinary Corps, Regular Army, 
with the rank Second Lieutenant, July 16, 1917, with 
original assignment the Ninth Mounted Engineer Bat- 
talion, 15th Cavalry Division; and served the Mexican 
border with the 4th and 12th Cavalry Regiments Regi- 
mental Veterinarian until April 30, 1920. 

Transferred the Hawaiian Department, Station Vet- 
erinarian, Schofield Barracks, and Hawaiian Division Veterinarian and officer charge 
school for stable sergeants and horseshoers. was member the 11th Medical Regimental 
Polo team, which won the Hawaiian Division Polo Championship 1923. 

Veterinarian, Fort Snelling, Minnesota, 1925-26, where distinguished himself member 
the Fort Snelling Polo Team, which won the Polo Tournament Winnepeg, Canada, 1926. 

Assigned Headquarters and Purchasing Board Veterinarian, Central Remount Area, 
1926-31, with additional duty Executive Officer Medical Regiment and OIC Medical 
Department Reserve Activities, Kansas City, Missouri. During this period organized and 
coached the Medical Department Reserve Section, Kansas City Chapter pistol team. This team 
won the championship one year, and placed second the other four years his tour. 

Station Veterinarian and Veterinary Instructor, The Engineer School, Fort Belvoir, Virginia, 
1931-37. Coached and Captained the Fort Belvoir Polo Team 1937, and was made “Hon- 
orary Whip” the Fort Belvoir Hunt Club. 

1937-41 was Veterinarian the Field Artillery School, Fort Sill, Oklahoma, with addi- 
tional duty Veterinary Instructor and faculty member Field Artillery School. Also member 
the Fort Sill Polo Team, and Honorary “Whip and Huntsman” the Fort Sill Hunt Club. 

Veterinarian, Eighth Corps Area, 1941-42, with additional duty OIC Medical Section 
Surgeon’s Office, Fort Sam Houston, Texas. 

World War II. Assigned and served with Headquarters, Sixth Army, from its organization 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, until completed its campaigns Japan December, 1945. 

Arrived Australia, April, 1943. Served British New Guinea, and Dutch New Guinea, 
July, 1943, October, 1944; with additional duty Medical Inspector charge this sub- 
section, Medical Section, Headquarters 6th Army. 

Landed with advanced Echelon Headquarters, 6th Army, Leyte, Philippine Islands, 
October, 1944, and from October 26, 1944, December 1945, was assigned Executive 
Officer Medical Section, Headquarters Sixth Army. The Executive Officer Medical Section was 
killed the Leyte landing operations. Colonel McCallam was assigned this most important 
medical activity the Commanding General Sixth Army, General Krueger, and served this 
capacity throughout the entire campaign the Sixth Army the Philippines and Japan. 

Colonel McCallam was relieved from duty with the Sixth Army Japan December, 1945, 
return the United States for assignment duty Chief the Veterinary Division, 
Surgeon General’s Office, Washington, 

Decorations: Authorized four bronze stars Asiatic-Pacific Campaign Medal, (one for New 
Guinea, one for Bismark Archipelago, one for Southern Philippines, and one for Luzon Cam- 
paigns). Authorized two bronze stars Philippine Liberation Ribbon. 

Legion Merit and Bronze star medals for service with Sixth Army Southwest Pacific. 

General McCallam has had mést distinguished and outstanding military veterinary career. 
The profession congratulated having veterinary officer such high caliber, varied 
training, and administrative experience serve the first peace time General Officer the 
Army Veterinary Corps. —R. Foster.

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SULFONAMIDES THE CONTROL POULTRY DISEASES 


DR. BANKOWSKI, University California, Berkeley* 


One the first diseases which the sul- 
fonamides were used was cecal coccidiosis. 
Sulfanilamide was tried soon became 
available; later, sulfaguanidine 
duced and became one the most popular 
remedies among poultrymen. Sulfamerazine 
and sulfamethazine, more recent drugs, are 
rapidly coming into use 
agents. Other new developments the field 
are sulfapyrizine and sulfaquinoxaline, but 
further investigations with these are neces- 
sary because their toxicity. should 
also include chlorodiazine and bromodiazine 
this group. 

Numerous recommendations for the use 
sulfonamides coccidiosis control have been 
made, but judging from the reports, results 
are not always successful. 

Experience has shown that each outbreak 
should treated individually, and order 
apply sulfonamides intelligently also 
necessary understand their action and lim- 
itations. must keep mind our objec- 
tives: (1) stop the severe losses that are 
occurring; (2) prevent their recurrence; 
(3) prevent stunting; and (4) encourage 
flock immunity. 

popular belief that sulfonamides are 
curative, but this not true. They not aid 
repair damage already done. the 
first sign outbreak cecal coccidiosis, 
when only few chickens show symptoms, 
sulfonamides may used advantage, but 
only protect the remaining chickens. 

Sulfonamides act much like the sanitary 
program established some years back: the 
daily change litter, which was designed 
control the number coccidia consumed 
the birds. The only advantage sulfona- 
mides that they destroy some the coc- 
cidia already consumed, and thus prevent 
severe damage the cecal wall. 

Information date indicates that all the 
commonly known sulfonamides act similarly, 
but there some difference degree anti- 
coccidial action. forty-five sulfonamides, 
only four were found more effective 
than sulfaguanidine. Chlorodiazine and bro- 
modiazine were ten times active; and sul- 
famethazine and sulfapyrazine were four 
times active sulfaguanidine. 

The superiority one drug over another 
could not demonstrated treatment was 
delayed until the parasite reached critical 
stage. 

The most effective means controlling coc- 
cidiosis have the chickens immune the 
parasite, which requires the action cer- 
tain number coccidia the intestinal 
tissue. The dosage the drug should 
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accurately calculated, because while too little 
may not sufficiently discourage the disease 
process, large quantities will destroy too many 
the parasites and thus interfere with the 
production immunity. 

Treatment should begun the initial 
stages the outbreak, and must continue for 
forty-eight seventy-two hours effec- 
tive. should discontinued long enough 
enable birds not yet infected pick 
enough coccidia for immunization. Both 
theory and experience indicate that second 
and possibly third treatment, for twenty- 
four-hour period, should given four days 
apart. Medicated mashes are used. 


Diseases Other Than Coccidiosis 


There are several other diseases that have 
been treated with sulfonamides, such pul- 
lorum disease, fowl typhoid, and fowl cholera. 
These three present similar problem that 
the survivors may become carriers. 

All three these infections have been 
shown respond one more the sul- 
fonamides, but must remember that the 
trials were usually made artificially in- 
fected chicks, field outbreaks young 
chicks, diagnosed rapidly and treated almost 
immediately. Experimental results have 
shown marked decrease mortality, but 
only when treatment was immediate. The 
mortality and disease tended recur when 
treatment ceased. can that 
chicks with advanced lesions are less likely 
respond treatment and that large quan- 
tities drug would necessary reach the 
foci carriers. still question whether 
non-toxic amounts can clean carriers. 

treated pullorum disease flock 
turkeys with very large amounts sulfa- 
guanidine and sulfathiazole, and these drugs 
were value because the presence 
advanced lesions. 

also treated flock turkeys suffering 
from fowl cholera, some with sulfamethazine 
and some with sulfaquinoxaline. Losses de- 
creased almost immediately, and twelve days 
later the birds were shifted clean, new 
ground. However, the mortality rose again 
ten days, indicating that did not get rid 
the carriers. 

The possible effect sulfonamide therapy 
the agglutination tests for pullorum dis- 
ease and fowl typhoid has been considered 
few experimenters. does not seem 
likely that sulfonamides affect agglutinins, but 
conclusive statement not possible now.

California’s Mastitis Control Project 


The literature indicates that chronic strepto- 
cent the dairy herds many states, and 
1942 Schalm California found average 
53.2 per cent 2,346 cows unselected 
California herds infected with Streptococcus 
agalactiae. 

Therefore, the Agricultural Extension Ser- 
vice the University California March, 
1947, approved project entitled “Control 
Chronic Mastitis Dairy Cattle Caused 
Streptococcus Agalactiae,” the object being 
provide sound, practical and voluntary pro- 
gram for the diagnosis and control this type 
mastitis. 

The goals are: 

(1) assist the organization dairymen 
under the sponsorship the Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association (or other recognized 
dairy organizations) provide reasonable 
cost (a) diagnosis mastitis through the 
Hotis test and microscopic studies; (b) herd 
management and sanitary milking practices 
control the spread mastitis caused Strep- 
tococcus agalactiae; and (c) treatment in- 
fected cattle. 

(2) assist, through education, individual 
dairymen avail themselves the services 
listed Goal 

(3) assist, through education, individual 
dairymen materially control mastitis through 
recommended sanitary management practices, 
without critical diagnostic services. 

(4) locate and use for demonstration, 
typical dairy herds which mastitis due 
Streptococcus agalactiae being successfully 
controlled. 

Effectual mastitis control dependent 
both critical diagnosis based bacteriological 
tests individual quarter samples, routine 
intervals, and implicit cooperation the herd 
owners with regard details management. 
This implies that trained personnel needed 
make the tests and that the cooperators ad- 
just herd management practices conform 
the requirements for mastitis control. 

Methods controlling mastitis due or- 
ganisms other than Streptococcus agalactiae 
are not yet established. However, this should 
not discourage initiation project for con- 
trol Streptococcus agalactiae infections. 

Experience indicates that least herd 
tests should conducted the first year, and 
that the first these should 30-day in- 
tervals and the second 90-day intervals. 

Procedure General Extension Methods. 
The Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
(or other recognized dairy organization) will: 

(1) Discuss the need for the program and 


determine with the counsel the Farm Ad- 
visor which suggested programs will 
adopted. Programs are available the Farm 
Advisors’ offices. 

(2) With the cooperation the Farm Ad- 
visor; call meeting practicing veterinarians 
the county and the Extension Specialist 
Veterinary Science discuss the program and 
ascertain which practicing veterinarians desire 
cooperate and participate. 

(3) Call meeting those dairymen who 
wish participate and finance the under- 
taking, effect organization which will 
(a) select establish laboratory adequately 
equipped conduct the specified tests for the 
detection Streptococcus agalactiae; (b) de- 
termine equitable fees for financing the proj- 
ect; and (c) responsible for collection 
fees, remuneration personnel, payment 
current laboratory expenses, and retirement 
indebtedness, any, incurred the initiation 
the project. 

This meeting may attended the Exten- 
sion Specialist Veterinary Science and 
veterinarian from the Experiment Station. 

The Farm Advisor will: 

(1) Cooperate with the dairy organization 
developing plan procedure for the 
county. 

(2) Assist giving the project publicity 
meetings, through newspapers, radio, and cir- 
cular letters. 

(3) Prepare and submit annual progress 
report. 

The Extension Specialist Veterinary 
Science will: 

(1) Consult with the Farm Advisor, the 
dairy association, and practicing veterinarians 
for the purpose initiating the program. 

(2) Assist making available findings 
the Experiment Station diagnostic proce- 
dures and treatments the Streptococcus aga- 
lactiae type mastitis. 

The Department Veterinary Science 
will: 

(1) Assist participating dairymen select- 
ing establishing adequate laboratory. 

(2) Give special training, suitable ad- 
vance arrangements are made, the use the 
Hotis test and microscopic studies selected 
personnel. 

(3) available for consultation diffi- 
culties technical and diagnostic procedures 
should arise.

BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION 


From talk DR. KUTTLER 
Charge, Tuberculosis Eradication Division, Bureau Animal Industry, 
the Midwinter Conference. 


When began bovine tuberculosis eradi- 
cation 1917, between 45,000 and 50,000 
whole bovine carcasses were condemned an- 
nually unfit for human consumption. 
1947, less than 1000 were condemned. The 
vast saving food overshadowed the 
benefit public health, bovine tubercu- 
losis has been reduced man direct ratio 
its reduction cattle. The saving food 
amounts more than all lend-lease ship- 
ments beef during the war years, and also 
contributed checking human tuberculosis, 
malnutrition one the greatest pre- 
disposing factors. 

the 1942 meeting the Livestock 
Sanitary Association, special recognition was 
given those leaders livestock disease 
who had had the vision and courage under- 
take. what seemed their critics impos- 
sible task. All counties the United States 
had 1940 received accreditation practi- 
cally tuberculosis free. The next year, saw 
the lowest percentage tuberculosis ever 
recorded American cattle: 0.18% all 
those tested. 

The Tuberculosis Committee the 
Livestock Sanitary Association, the 1946 
meeting, called attention previous warnings 
against complacent attitude toward bovine 
tuberculosis, emphasizing the fact that the 
work unfinished, and that even few in- 
fected animals constitute menace that could 
drop back 1917 conditions few years. 


Conducting the Test 


Results recent careful tests prove con- 
clusively that the size the dose tuberculin 
influences the size the reaction. Therefore, 
measured amount tuberculin must 
used, and greater care taken its admin- 
istration. For routine testing, exactly 0.1 cc. 
should used, and for known-infected herds, 
0.2 cc. syringe with 0.1 cc. graduations 
now available, and should used with 
gauge needle. The needle should 
long from hub point, and inserted 
the hub prevent leakage. 

All deviations from the normal should 
recorded reactors suspects the charts. 
When tuberculosis found, either through 
tests postmortem examinations, subsequent 
tests should supervised experienced, 
regularly employed, state, county, municipal, 
federal veterinarians, until the herd 
accredited. 

Animals found postmortem inspection 
tuberculous must traced back the 
point origin. Therefore, all dairy-type ani- 


mals should identified eartags time 
sale, and the selling agent should re- 
quired maintain record the point 
origin. Inspectors slaughtered animals 
should furnish state and federal officials with 
complete descriptions the infected ani- 
mals, including brands, earmarks, eartag num- 
bers, horns their absence, age, breed, and 
color markings, much detail possible, 
the proper form. 

The most serious mistake recent years 
this project has been failure keep the 
reactor herd under effective quarantine, and 
some states allowing too long interval 
between tests. Action should taken 
provide for greater concentration the in- 
fected herd. 

The method intradermic testing the 
cervical area offers encouragement short- 
ening time between tests. has been used 
only limited way, but has enabled 
remove many reactors with extensive lesions 
which fail react injection the caudal 
fold. Its use should considered known- 
infected herds. More reactors will found, 
and therefore more cases than 
testing the caudal fold, but cases 
are not such serious problem infected 
herds. always desirable locate and 
remove from the herd soon possible not 
only grossly infected animals, but also those 
which lesions can not yet readily dem- 
onstrated ordinary postmortem inspection. 

The problem should receive more 
study. has been definitely established that 
Mycobacterium and other 
acid-fast organisms can cause sensitization 
tuberculin, and much Johne’s disease may 
have been eliminated this way. so, the 
times pictured. areas where Johne’s dis- 
ease suspected, both johnin and tuberculin 
should used, and the part played 
Johne’s disease evaluated. the johnin reac- 
tion greater than the tuberculin reaction, 
may reasonably assume that the sensiti- 
zation due paratuberculosis, the 
absence avian tuberculosis. 

encouraging know that more spe- 
cific tuberculin may become available; re- 
search now progress toward this end. 


Avian Tuberculosis 


not considered that avian tuberculosis 
sensitizes any great number cattle; but 
does occur, and every veterinarian should 
acquire the habit inquiring about poultry 
conjunction with his tuberculin testing. 
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should alert advise the elimination 
avian tuberculosis maintaining all-pullet 
flocks under sanitary conditions; tuberculin 
testing birds held over. These organ- 
isms will remain alive the soil for about 
five years. 

The economic advantages such proce- 
dures, aside from eradicating avian tuber- 
culosis, should stressed. conservatively 
estimated that the poultry industry loses 
more than $3,000,000 year from this dis- 
ease, and well known that very high 
percentage tuberculosis-condemned hogs 
are infected with the avian organism. This 
loss amounts $2,000,000 $3,000,000 year. 


The Program Continues 


The Committee Tuberculosis the 
Livestock Sanitary Association emphasized 
its 1947 report the necessity continued 
systematic testing, and disapproved spot test- 
ing. They recommend that amendments 
passed before 1951 providing that all cattle 
area shall tested least once every 
six years, except range and semi-range 
regions, dropped from accredited status. 

They also recommended that cattle shall 
not enter from Canada unless they have 
passed negative test within thirty days and 
come from accredited herd area. 

longer have organized opposition 
tuberculosis eradication, which might have 
excused past failure, for the medical profes- 
sion, livestock industry, and consuming public, 
have all asked, and our re- 
quest kept the project directly under veteri- 
nary supervision.

Little Bit History 


The State Veterinary Medical Association 
was organized 1888 San Francisco. Due 
the difficulties travel those days, 
was thought best form auxiliary the 
State Association the south part the 
state for the benefit the members there. 
This was done 1892. Membership the 
Auxiliary conferred equal membership the 
State Association, arrangement which 
lasted until June 18, 1919. When was sus- 
pended, the necessity for longer existed. 
The Auxiliary held meetings every three 
months, and met annually with the State Asso- 
ciation. The annual meetings were held alter- 
nately the north and the south. 

Members the profession the south felt 
that there was need for more frequent meet- 
ings, and after due consideration the Los 
Angeles Veterinary Medical Association was 
organized July 22, 1911, the office and 
hospital Dr. Sparks Los Angeles. 
This association lasted until Nov. 20, 1918. 
The Southern California Veterinary Medical 
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Association was organized July 16, 1919, 
and still going concern. You will note 
that the passing the Los Angeles Society 
and that the Auxiliary were only about six 
months apart. This was due decision 
suspend them both form the present Asso- 
ciation.

the Southern California Association from its 
inception down and including the annual 
meeting 1926.

The 1906 minutes the Southern Auxiliary 
show that Whittlesley was President, 
Tyler, Vice-President, and Edmonds 
was Secretary-Treasurer. 


The status Association affairs the 
northern part the state during this period 
matter with which more less 
unfamiliar, except for insight gleaned 
from the old minutes the annual meetings 
when held the north, and might best 
left contemporary, Dr. Arburua, who 
also has flair for things historical.* 


The midwinter meetings, which for years 
were held Davis, are separate story. 
Where the first one was held, why, and who 
was the first “imported talent,” who put 
the money, etc. The first meeting Davis 
was held Dec. 27-30, 1916, but this was not 
the first meeting.

The 
results his work the “Chemotherapy 
Calf Pneumonia” were published the 
American Journal Veterinary Research 
(January, 1947).

experimental work, and the benefits man 
and animals from such work. The so-called an- 
tivivisection societies have been prone say, 
imply, that animal experimentation means 
surgery without anesthesia. Data accumu- 
lated the National Society for Medical 
Research show that actually only about 
all experimental animals are subjected 
surgery, and that only insignificant frac- 
tion this number undergo surgery without 
anesthesia. Unanesthetized animals are used 
only those rare instances where anesthesia 
interferes with the recording reactions. 

Most experimental animals are used study 
nutritional and genetic problems. Others are 
used determine the dosage new medi- 
cines treating various diseases the sev- 
eral species animals, and the effect 
vaccines and antiserums preventing and 
alleviating diseases. Some this started 
animals experimentally infected, but most 
eventually finds its way into animals 
naturally infected. All are experimental 
animals. 

Methods reduction bone fractures are 
tried and perfected actual cases presented 
veterinary hospitals. inconceivable 
that surgeon working with new method 
fixation would deliberately break the bone 
living dog order provide patient 
for experiment. also inconceivable that 
would try restrain such patient with- 
out anesthesia, and hope successful 
reducing the fracture. 

The results animal experimentation are 
applied more regularly the animals them- 
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selves than man, refuting another 
inference frequently repeated that 
man not entitled use dumb crea- 

tures his own ends for the pre- 
vention alleviation pain and suf- 
fering. True, some delicate human 
operations have been developed and 
perfected animals, and yet are in- 
frequently used for the benefit the 
animals themselves. These include 
such operations intestinal anasto- 
mosis, neurosurgery, venous anasto- 
mosis, tendon surgery, skin grafting, 
etc. 


National Board 


The formation National Board 
Veterinary Examiners proposed. 
The adoption this plan will not 
mean that such board could impose 
its actions upon any all the states. 
Each state examining board will re- 
tain its prerogative examining every 
applicant for license practice. 
human medicine and dentistry, the National 
Board Examiners conducts certain examina- 
tions and, after the state board has satisfied it- 
self that the national board’s examination 
least equal its own, (the state board) may 
vote accept the diploma the national 
board insofar the applicant has demon- 
strated mastery the basic sciences. How- 
ever, the state board retains the power 
require personal interview practical, 
clinical examination determine the quali- 
fications the applicant. The adoption 
this plan organize National Board 
Veterinary Examiners would simply open the 
way for the several state boards accept 
and utilize the information gained from the 
national examinations and, thereafter, con- 
centrate their attention factors other than 
academic learning selecting the persons 
whom licenses would granted. The state 
examining board would also continue 
hold examinations for persons not holding 
diploma from the national board. be- 
lieved that this plan would improve the qual- 
ity veterinary education and the quality 
veterinary licensing examinations. 


Integrated Membership 


Integration membership between the 
AVMA and constituent associations was sug- 
gested Dr. Farquharson and being 
discussed. provides that, the future, 
membership the AVMA can only granted 
graduate recognized school who has 
first joined “constituent” association. 
generally recognized that members the 
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state association know the ethics and abilities 
the candidate more intimately, and 
they are more critical membership than 
are the national associations. The plan does 
not contemplate that this procedure will 
forced upon any state the AVMA, but only 
that the state associations will encouraged 
help strengthen all veterinary associations 
assisting the selection its members. 


House Representatives 


The House Representatives the AVMA 
the body which democratic representa- 
tion made available each member. 
order permit each delegate the House 
Representatives become better acquainted 
with the workings the House and the 
same time get better acquainted with the 
wishes the members whom represents, 
the Executive Board has voted that the term 
office lengthened four years and that 
each constituent association entitled 
amount equivalent one-half the round 
trip railroad fare and Pullman for one dele- 
gate each meeting the House Repre- 
sentatives. 

Public Relations 


The Public Relations Committee, with help 
from the central office and from paid Public 
Relations Counsel, prepares news releases 
radio stations, newspapers, and other public- 
ity agencies. These releases are various 
kinds: recent developments, seasonal items, 
and assistance feature writers special 
topics. This service provides the first line 
attack against encroachment upon veterinary 
service, for reminds animal owners the 
services which veterinarian can and should 
render. The final line exists each com- 
munity served veterinarian, because 
individual owners judge veterinary service 
and its values them what actually 
available them. Encroachment the com- 
munity level cannot attacked any cen- 
tralized agency—county, state, national— 
the line must established and held the 
practitioner. does the type service 
renders and the manner which con- 
ducts himself professionally, publicly, and 
privately. 

Through other committees, the AVMA 
carries wide variety activities: The 
Council Education establishes the minimum 
requirements for curriculum veterinary 
medicine and regularly inspects the recog- 
nized schools order insure maintenance 
these minimum standards.

mittees and spending considerable amount 
money behalf veterinary medicine and 
veterinary service. 

The accomplishments the veterinary pro- 
fession caused all this arise. And among 
the greatest accomplishments, two stand out. 
One was the discovery that Texas fever could 
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transmitted ticks, and the other was 
that the bovine tubercle bacillus was bane 


human beings. The veterinary profession 
proceeded eradicate the tick and the bacil- 
lus, and great men were astounded the 
accomplishment. seemed unbelievable. 
has now been proved possible control in- 
fectious disease. 

Along with control disease, the science 
genetics has developed and now its 
second generation. Geriatrics becoming 
increasingly important. Nutrition has made 
the most rapid strides any science this 
century. 

One the most difficult problems that 
have contend with the differentiation 
between hereditary and environmental effects. 
tendency toward shortening the body 
has appeared both humans and animals. 
are faced with real difficulties some our 
breeds. The Hereford the greatest breed 
cattle the history the world, but they 
have four five hereditary defects, among 
which might mentioned cancer eye. Re- 
moving the eye worth while, because 
saves plenty money, but the real problem 
the heredity. 

The Dexter breed cattle England was 
carried point where 25% 30% the 
animals were born dead. the other hand, 
have the so-called “acorn calves” here, 
which seventeen years research 
have been able prove due environmental 
causes. 

These are some the things that the vet- 
erinary profession will have consider 
order explain some the conditions that 
are meeting with. 

must also more careful about the 
use the word “layman” than were 
generation ago. Geneticists, nutritionists and 
comparative physiologists have developed 
such body knowledge that difficult 
for one call the other layman. now 
necessary for schools give training men 
that might call laymen because they have 
Ph. D.’s instead M.’s. Probably those 
with will also have the Ph. D., 
because important have men who speak 
the same language. 

When hear group scientists together, 
each talking his own lingo, sometimes think 
that the confusion tongues the Tower 
Babel, mentioned the Bible, referred not 
different languages but different vocabu- 
laries and terminologies like our scientists. 
have terrible time when to- 
gether, and either everybody nobody 
layman. 

Among the great problems that are con- 
fronted with the anti-vivisection campaign. 
Carlson’s list some fifty organiza-

STREPTOMYCIN THE TREATMENT 
DYSENTERY DOGS 


JOHN CRAIGE, V.M.D., Seaside, California 


Karlson and Feldman! discussing possible 
uses for streptomycin suggested that such 
relatively stable substance, that was not ab- 
sorbed any appreciable quantity from the 
intestinal tract, might useful the treat- 
ment enteridites animals. previous 
report has been found its extensive use 
this manner either animals men. Follow- 
ing report the use streptomycin the 
treatment 139 dogs with dysentery. The 
results are especially interesting when ana- 
lyzed according causative organisms 
the attached table. 

Additional information about the organisms 
referred this paper will presented 
separately. The Proteus group? the subject 
one article already submitted for publica- 
tion. The other organisms and the methods 
differentiation and differential treatment will 
discussed subsequently. 

The mode administration was found 
very important obtaining maximum results. 
One gram streptomycin was dissolved 
ce. sterile distilled water. Depending the 
size the dog and the severity the symp- 
toms, dose cc. cc. (50-500 mgm.) was 
administered perorally. Most cases required 
only one such dose daily for three four days; 
however, dogs with severe diarrhea and 
vomiting, the dose was repeated every few 
hours until the symptoms ceased. Intraperi- 
toneal and intrarectal injections were resorted 


few cases very acute dysentery 
which the medicine could not retained long 
enough take effect. 

can observed from the table, the re- 
sults were much more satisfactory the dys- 
enteries associated with the Proteus group 
than those other etiology. The cold figures 
not convey any measure the spectacular 
clinical results. many cases acute bloody 
dysentery there was immediate cessation 
symptoms after the first dose streptomycin. 
The next bowel movement would occur two 
three days later and would perfectly nor- 
mal. Even the chronic cases usually showed 
good results after few days treatment. Be- 
fore streptomycin became available, sulfa- 
guanidine, bismuth, and other preparations 
had been employed several cases Proteus 
dysentery with very discouraging results. The 
discovery that streptomycin will cure these 
cases has greatly increased the effectiveness 
our treatment dysentery dogs. 

dysenteries caused coccidia, giardia, 
spirochetes, undiagnosed cases, strepto- 
mycin was not found valuable. After 
few unsuccessful attempts, was discon- 
tinued uncomplicated cases coccidiosis, 
giardia infections. Although was used sev- 
eral cases dysentery with spirochetal or- 
ganisms, was usually combined with sulfa- 
thalidine and frequently penicillin and its role 
therefore more difficult evaluate.

Parasiticides 


flea bath more effective than flea pow- 
der. 10% DDT powder recommended 
for use after returning home, discourage 
reinfestation. applied every three 
four days, and also sprinkled bedding and 
other breeding places. 

Both lice and nits are killed one appli- 
cation quaternary ammonium compound 
solution, oz. 10% solution per gallon 
water, applied over the entire body. can 
repeated two three weeks neces- 
sary. Such solutions are odorless and not 
sticky, but irritating mucous membrane 
this concentration. Eyes should protected 
with petrolatum. Eczema the scrotum, 
which sometimes follows, perhaps due 
moisture rather thah medication, and 
largely avoided drying quickly 
anointing before the medication. 

This treatment also effective against fleas, 
but not ticks. DDT baths may also used 
for lice, but DDT powder does not control 
them. 

For ticks, 20% DDT emulsion, oz. per 
gallon water, almost 100% effective. 
leaves the hair bit oily. 

Rotenone still the standard for demo- 
dectic mange. Benzene hexachloride highly 
effective, but its odor drawback. Sarcop- 
tic mange receives either the same treatment 
lime-sulfur. Benzyl benzoate, applied thor- 
oughly, highly effective against ear mites. 

Nicotine-bentonite has seemed very effec- 
tive against whipworms; one case 800 
worms were expelled one treatment. This 
mixture was specially made up, and prob- 
ably not the market. 


Fluid Therapy 


Fluids are particularly indicated vomit- 
ing, diarrhea, fever, and wherever dehydra- 
tion threatens. They are commonly given 
hypodermically, but part may given intra- 
venously. 25-lb. dog may receive much 
500 distributed over the back. 

The most commonly used fluid dex- 
trose physiological ‘saline, the saline 
alone there kidney involvement. 

pups with severe diarrhea, hypertonic 
sodium chloride intraperitoneally. large 
dogs often given intravenously.

Penicillin 


Penicillin oil-wax usually used, be- 
cause its convenience: 100,000 400,000 
units per day, according circumstances. 

Penicillin very effective early stages 
leptospirosis, but less useful later, and can 
not cause repair damage already done. 
also indicated the treatment metritis, 
especially preparation for surgery. may 
used advantage furunculosis when 
extensive; kidney and bladder infection; 
wound infection; compound fractures; open 
joints; osteomyelitis; and locally well 
systematically. 

Penicillin has most dramatic effect 
abscesses cats. may also useful 
some conditions characterized high fever, 
and certainly does harm. Feline enteritis 
serum also used. topical ointment may 
used infections and contaminated wounds. 

Penicillin effective the presence pus, 
which sulfonamides are not. 


Sulfonamides 


Sulfamerazine keeps pretty consistent 
blood levels even when given only twice daily, 
yet the dose less than with the older sulfas. 
use almost exclusively, for systemic 
effect. Sulfathalidine almost 
treatment intestinal infection, and can 
given large doses because only slightly 
absorbed. 

Sodium sulfacetamide new sulfa that 
has been found helpful conjunctivitis, espe- 
cially chronic cases. 10% ointment used. 

Injectable sulfas are widely used for respi- 
ratory infections, and are preferably given 
intravenously. Sodium sulfathiazole-sulfapy- 
ridine the usual combination. Some dogs 
will not tolerate it, discontinue treatment 
symptoms appear. 

Sulfonamides are contraindicated kidney 
disease.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH THE COMMUNITY 


JAMES STEELE, D.V.M., Public Health Service 
PART 


The second phase veterinary public 
health includes the inspection foods 
animal origin, and the inspection the ani- 
mal and its environment before its 
products are used for food. There are ap- 
proximately 25,000,000,000 pounds meat 
meat products consumed annually the 
United States. About two-thirds this 
under the efficient inspection the Bureau 
Animal Industry Meat Inspection Division. 
The remaining third, other 8,000,000,000 
pounds meat, largely inspected local 
health departments receives inspection. 
Poultry products consumed our country 
exceed 2,500,000,000 pounds annually. Only 
per cent the poultry used under fed- 
eral inspection. There some city and local 
inspection service, and there increasing 
demand for more such services. Fish inspec- 
tion also public health inspection prob- 
lem, and deserves more attention. 


Meat Inspection 


What are the disease conditions look 
for meat inspection? good answer 
that is: what pathological condition would you 
accept with your meat? Most people would 
refuse any meat that was not normal ap- 
pearance. Esthetic habits play part 
meat inspection, but much more important 
are the diseases that are communicable 
man through the flesh and by-products 
animals. 

Antemortem and postmortem inspections 
are performed prescribed the Meat In- 
spection Although some the 
conditions requiring condemnation are not 
transmitted man, most them would cause 
some degree food poisoning, and others 
would cause specific disease processes man. 


Sanitation 


But these inspections are only the beginning 
meat sanitation. The plant must 
arranged and constructed meet the re- 
quirements the Meat Inspection Division; 
also all operations must supervised 
qualified inspectors; cleaning operations must 
closely watched. fact, everything that 
goes that plant must watched the 
veterinary inspector his lay assistant in- 
spector. The ratio about five lay inspectors 
one veterinary inspector today. 

Meat inspection one the earliest pub- 
lic health programs established govern- 
ment. service that essential any 


Governing the Meat Inspection the 
Department Agriculture, 1947. 
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public health program, but should real 
service and not service name only. The 
state health department should assist de- 
veloping local meat inspection service, and 
exercise some sort control setting 
standards for accredited service. 


Poultry Inspection 


Poultry inspection important part 
the veterinary public health program, espe- 
cially the urban areas. About per cent 
the food-poisoning cases reported the 
state health departments are attributed 
poultry meat and poultry meat food products. 
Poultry inspection authorities list the follow- 
ing organisms found fowl being common 
man and birds: (1) differ- 
ent species; (2) Shigella gallinarum; (3) Pas- 
teurella tularensis; (4) Pasteurella pseudo- 
tuberculosis; (5) Brucella abortus; (6) Lis- 
terella monocytogenes; (7) Mycobacterium 
tuberculosis avium; (8) Aspergillus fumiga- 
tus; (9) Oidium albicans; (10) Achorion 
schoenleini; (11) rhusio- 
pathiae; and (12) the ubiquitous streptococ- 
cus, staphylococcus and colon bacillus found 
abscesses, abrasions, and necrotic flesh. The 
importance physical sanitation cannot 
stressed too much. The plant must prop- 
erly divided, have good water supply and 
disposal system, and construction must 
such that rodents and insects will have 
access the plant. The same type inspec- 
tion service necessary here the pack- 
ing house: the birds shall inspected before 
and after processing, and all steps after post- 
mortem inspection shall closely supervised. 


Fish Inspection 


Fish inspection largely unknown except 
the large coastal cities, and the shellfish 
industries which are closely watched the 
Public Health Service and the Food and Drug 
Administration. The only diseases fish 
transmissable man are those diseases 
animals which infect fish. 

The shellfish are known carry typhoid, 
salmonella, and coliform bacillus. The larger 
fish are not subject these diseases higher 
animals, except broad fish tapeworm, 
Diphyllobothrium latum, which resides the 
intestine man, dog, and other carnivora, 
and forms cysticerci the fiesh fish. This 
condition transmitted man eating raw 
partially smoked fresh-water fish. 

There are many parasitic and bacterial dis- 
eases fish, but none are reported com- 
municable man.

Practically all these had enlarged tendons, 
enlarged joints, ringbones, etc. 

The Ministry Agriculture maintains 
fine staff veterinarians, and fine pathology 
laboratory. They produce all their biologics 
for horses, cattle, camels, etc. Dr. Moham- 
med, chief pathologist and bacteriologist, who 
was graduated England, has done much 
original research work, and comparing notes 
with him was very interesting.

they were larger, and well-nourished. 

Racehorses here receive fresh-cut, unwilted 
alfalfa. They are fed plain mixture oats 
and barley, and each receives bunch 
carrots, winter and summer. The Egyptian 
horses were fed mostly grain, cut fine and 
looking like chaff. 

The veterinarian charge was French- 
man, who has private practice Beyreuth. 
Unfortunately, spoke English and 
French. From what saw, was the equal 
any track veterinarian the United States. 
One point interest was the way fires 
both tendons. does not point-fire, but chev- 
ron-fires with excellent results. saw two 
horses that had been fired about six months 
before, and they were sound dollar. 

Although firing accepted treatment 
there the U.S.A., saw few that had 
been fired. Very little evidence lameness 
was seen.

One thing should emphasize the en-_ 
durance and stamina the Arab horse. For 
800 1000 years they have discarded any 
horse that can not 100 miles without feed 
drink dead run and still fresh 
when started. However, they not use 
scientific breeding methods, keep written 
breeding records. 

our horses had not been Arabs, might 
have lost couple the trip home. ran 
into hurricane that lasted hours, with 60- 
foot waves and winds miles hour. 
The ship rolled degrees every three 
minutes. Yet had cases seasickness, 
and the horses continued stand and eat 
hay. The only bad results were few bruised 
knees and hocks from falling down, which 
are now all healed. 

used immunizing agents, and had 
great changes climate.

Co. Mastitis Program

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Resolutions 
Passed the December Convention, 
1947, Bakerstield 


Among the resolutions passed the Cali- 
fornia Cattlemen’s Association its December 
convention were three particular interest 
veterinarians: 

Resolution recommends modifying and 
reintroducing the bill concerned with disposal 
garbage from ships, vetoed President 
Truman last year technical grounds. Pres- 
ent regulations are considered danger- 
ously lax, view the foot-and-mouth 
disease threat.
